Tony Cass pulled out all the stops for his presena- 
tion on counterfeit gold. Calling counterfeit gold “our 
worst nightmare,” Tony showed numerous examples 
of bad gold and talked about the diagnostics. 

A 16-page, full-color handout clearly detailed what 
to look for, including mushy letters, depressions, tool 
marks, spikes radiating from the dentils, color and 
sunken areas in the middle of numbers and letters. 

Some counterfeits made in the 1960s are particulary 
hard to unmask because the crooks got the luster right.
